General : 


Lieutenant Mak-obo Inaki was the-Commanding Officer of the Sendai Pris¬ 
oner of War Camp No. -5 which was located in "the port town of Kamaishi, Honshu, 
Japan, Approximately 300 -Dutch Prisoners of War had been confined in this camp. 
since approximately Hoy ember’ 1943. In May 1945, this number wae augmented by 
approximat ely • 200 American, British and Dutch Prisoners of War who v/ere trans¬ 
ferred from*prisoner of war camps in the vicinity of Yokohama. 

Inaki became Commanding Officer of the Camp about 20 April 1944 and ^ 
remained in command until the end .of the war. His nicknames were "Kobus Kuch ,T 
and "Honest Management". -His predecessor was Lieutenant Naganuma whose nick- 
namei was ! "The. Hat" . , 

Masaru Mikawa was the Administrative Hon*-'commissioned Officer of the 
Camp and second in commafid to Lieutenant Inaki. He arrived at the Camp at ap¬ 
proximately, the same time as the American, British and Dutch prisoners of war 
who arrived in May 1945. Eis .nicknames were "Little Hitler" and "Little Caesar". 
Mikawa is charged in seven specifications with mistreatment of prisoners. Inaki 
is charged with command responsibility for the same mistreatment in specification 
14a to 14g, inclusive, of. the charge against him. For convenience the summaries 

of evidence of these parallel specifications have been combined. 

The port of Eamaishi was shelled by the Allied Fleet on 14 July 1945 
and again on 9 August 1945, On 10 August 1945, the port and town were bombed “ 
by Allied planes.. During the second shelling, the entire prisoner, of war camp 
was burned out and there were many casualties among the prisoners of war.. _ The 
accused Inaki was found not guilty of all specifications which accused him of 
negligence in the protection of the prisoners of war from the shelling by the 
Allied'fleet and the bombing by Allied planes. 

a. For the Prosecution: 

As to Specification 1 (inaki)*! Hot Guilty.. - 

As to Specification 2 .(Iiiaki): Not Guilty 

As to Specification 3 (iiiaki)! Not C-uilty 
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As to Specification 4 (Inaki ): Under Lieutenant Inaki as Camp Comman¬ 
der only a certain number or percentage of prisoners of war were permitted to 
be excused from work details each day because of illness (Courtaney, Ex 19 p2; 
de' With, Ex 23, p2; Goemaat, Ex 29, p2; Grenvenitz, Ex 31pl-2; Hakkaart, Ex 33, 
-pl-2; Hewitt, Ex 45, p2;-Piorsma , Ex 61, p2; Turner, Ex 8S, p3; and van Schaik, 

Ex 89., p2). If there were not sufficient prisoners of war f^r th^work details 
after the si.ck had been excused by Doctor Pajima, the Dutch prisoner of war doc¬ 
tor, the excused prisoners were lined up and culled over, usually by Sergeant 
Mikawa, the Administrative Hon—commissioned Officer, who was second in command, 
or by. company work hancho.s, until the required quota of workers was obtained 
(Goemaat, Ex 29, p2; Grevenitz, Ex 31, pl-2; Hewitt, Ex 37, p4; Keesraaat, Ex 45, 
p2; Lopez, Ex 49, p2; McElroy, Ex 51, p2;* Taylor, Ex 76, pl-2; Van den Derg, 

Ex. 82, p3; and van Dongen, Ex 86, pi) . ; 

Lieutenant Inaki was aware of and. at .-times participated in the screening 
of -sick prisoners after they had been excused by Dr.- Pajima/ (Sutler, Ft 131-132, 
.174, 183—184; &radyEx 2, p4; Boer, Ex 13, p2;'Hanson, Ex 34, pi—2; Lopez, Ex 49, 
p2; Piersma, Ex 61, ,p2; Ringelberg, Ex 64, pi; Taylor, Ex 76, pl-r-2; Van Dongen, i 
Ex 86, pi; and van Hecke,’ Ex 87, p3). i 

- - • » 

■ Sergeant Kudo, the .medical non-commissioned officer, icould not excuse 
men because of Lieutenait Inaki* s order. At times he had to order sick Prisoners 
to work so .that the more seriously ill patients could remain in camp. At times 
sick prisoners worked'voluntarily for this same reason (Elkins, Ex 24, p2; • 
Falconer, Ex 27, p3; Goemaat, Ex 29, p2; Munsey* Ex 55, p3-4;*but as to respon¬ 
sibility of Kudo, .pee Christean,' Ex 17, p2; and Young, Ex 93, p4), 

Lieutenant Brackstone, a 3ritish prisoner of war who assisted Doctor. 
Pajima, was given ten .(lO) days confinement by Lieutenant Inaki for. protesting 
Inaki 1 s decision to send two'sick prisoners to work (G rady, Ex 2, :p4; Brackstone 
Ex 8, p4). Butler does not recall if Inaki actually sent the sick prisoners, of 
whom Brackstone complained, to work (Butler, K 132). * 

•Prisoners of war with fevers were sent to work in spite of protests 
from Doctor Pajima (Braakamn, Ex 14, p2-3; Hakkaart, Ex 33, pl-2; Grevenitz, Ex 
.31. pl-2). Prisoners, with temperatures under 101° F or 38°“C were not excused. 
Gome men were forced to work with temper at ures as high aS 105° E and 39 ° - 40° C 
(McElroy, Ex 51, p2; Salemink, Ex 67, p2; Hufstutler, Ex 40, p2; Van den Berg, * 
Ex 82, p3 and Sweat man, Ex 75, p2). 

Oscar W, E._3ber, a Dutch prisoner of war, states that a Dutch Air 
force lieutenant who had lost half of his face and suffered from " hunger edema 1 *- 
was hospitalized and improved. On coming out of the hospital in a weakened 
condition, he was forced to work by order ofEcbasKu'ch (Xnaki) against the advice 
of Pajima. He worked for fourteen days and died 9 November 1944 (Ex 13, p2). 

—-Is James E, Canupp, an American prisoner of war, was forced t^ work on a 
tunnel digging detail with a foot so 5.nfected that he could stand only with the 
assistance of others ; (Ex 15, pl-2). Clarence,J. Hanson, an American prisoners 
of war was forced to work at a sawmill while suffering from a rupture until the 
Dutch doctor was finally able t.o have him' assignee^ to light camp duty in July 
1945:(Ex-34, pl-2; R 162-163); Bernard Hall, an American prisoner of war, was 
forced to do heavy manual- labor at the sawmill with his side swollen and drain¬ 
ing from a. poorly performed-appendectomy (Henetz, Ex 25, p4) . Donald Taylor, 
an American prisoner of war, on 5 July 19:5, was forced by Inaki to work while 
suffering from bori-beri over the protest of Doctor Pajima.. He suffered a 
heart attack at work, collapsed and was carried back to cajon. On the next day 
*he was excused by Pajima but Inaki lined up the sick prisoners and attempted 
to have them sent to work. Pajima intervened for him and he was given nine 
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days camp duty (Ex 76, pl-3)• Linville C. Trimble, an American prisoner of war, 
wh., had a history of probable tuberculosis and was on a no—work status in a ure- 
vi '.us' camp, was forced to work (Ex 79, p 3 ). ' " 

A s . to . Specification 5 —(Inaki) : When the American nrisoners arrived at 
Kamaishi in May 19-i5, Lieutenant Inaki authorized a five—day no—Work period 
during which the men were examined by Doctor Pajima. Pajima said the men were 
in a deplorable physical condition. About 20 May, the prisoners were organized 
into work groups and sent to work in the steel mills near the camp. Some of the 
details were locomotive and car repair, hauling-logs to the sawmill, operating 
the sawmill, stevedoring, shovelling ore. in open furnaces, constructing tunnels 
(Grady, Ex 2, p2; Marsden, Ex 6, pi; Marsden Ex 7, p 2). 

• " The men working at the open.pit ore furnaces became.exhausted and sick 

from sulphur fumes. The fumes were so nauseating that they vomited frequently. 
Constant complaints were made'to Inaki and filially, after an incident involving 
the beating of Aprl Jacobson, a Canadian-prisc-ner of war, by a civilian guard, 
this detail was discontinued and the men were set to work constructing a -rail¬ 
road tunnel.- The ore furnace detail involved eight to fifteen meh (Grady, Ex 2, 
pp5 and 53'; Marsden, Ex 7, ppl: and 2; Brackstor.e, Ex 8, pp.16-17; Elkins, Ex 34-, 
pi, Jacobson, Ex -1, pp 2—3; Heberts, Ex 65, pp 4—5;- Wardlow, Ex 90, up 1—2* 
Butler, Ti 124-126, .186-187, 233-234). - ’ 

: . . 

Prisoners .of war were compelled to work-in rain without raincoats and 
without Changes of clothing, especially during the period between the first shell¬ 
ing of Kamaishi by the Allied.fleet on 14 July 1945. and the second shelling on 
9 August 1945 when it rained, continuously for about ten days (Grady, Ex 2, pll; 
Marsden, Ex 6, p2; Brackst'ne, Ex 8, pl6; Goud, Ex .30, p3; Hek’caart. Ex 33,*p2; • 
-Keersemeeckers, Ex v4, p2; Pereili, Ex 59,’p2; van 31aderen, Ex 81, pi; Van der 
_oek, Ex 8-±, pp2-3). Afl^er. the first shelling, at the request- of a prisoner of 
war offiper, British, gas-capes were issued in lieu of raincoats (Butler R 233). 

Prisoners of war were supposed to have a day of rest every tenth day-. 
This day was spent on camp fatigue duty, preparations for inspections, inspec¬ 
tions, gathering weeds and wild .vegetables in the mountains for the mess, tend¬ 
ing the-camp vegetable garden and digging air raid shelters. As a result,- the 
prisoners neverhad a rest day (Grady, Ex 2, p4; Marsden, 3x 6, til; Braakman, 

Ex li, p3;.Goemaat, Ex 23, p3; Goud, lx 30, p3; Pereili, Ex 59, p2; Fiersma, 

Ex 61, p.3; Van Eecke., Ex % 87, p4)- ' 

Ofj.icers were forced-to work collecting sea weed for the mess, tending 
the vegetable garden, putting, night-scil on the vegetable garden and digging 
air raid shelters (Gradv, Ex 2, p4; Marsden, Ex 6, p2; Steiginga, Ex 74, pi; 
Butler, R 167.; McElroy, Ex 51, p2). 

Work which prisoners of war were forced to do tT/Os too .arduous- 
anB the. work hours were too long for the restricted food-allowance of the 
prisoners. When men became exhausted, company and military, guards forced them 
to continue work by slappihgs, beatings and other mistreatment. Safegu.xds were 
lacking especially for those who worked, on the sawmill detail resulting in the 
loss of a-finger by one prisoner of war (Elkins, Ex 24, pi; Erkens, Ex 25, p3; 
Keesmaat,. Ex 45, p2; Kroes, Ex -,7, p2; Parsons, Ex .56, pi; Piersma, Ex 61, pp3-4;. 
Scruggs, Ex.69, pi; Singletary, Ex 70, p3; van Bladeren, Ex ; 8l, p2; Van der Hoek, 
Ex 84, pp 2-3; van Schaik, Ex 89,._p2; Wardlow, Ex 90, p6; Warner, Ex 91, p2; 
Young,-Ex 93, p7; Butler, H 126-128).- - _ 

■ As to Specif ication 6 '(inaki): John Fi. Christian.,;, an American.prisoner 
of war, st-ates that Inak-i struck him across, the face with.his open hand .because 
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a Japanese civilian falsely accused him of net working. . He states that prisoner 
of war Singletary witnessed this slapping (Ex 17, pi). 

AsJt.Q v Specification 7 (inaki); During July 1945, Claronce J. Hanson, 
an American prisoner of wak who was suffering from a hernia at the time, was a 
member of a detail which carried the logs to a sawmill to be sawed into timber. 

3ecause of his physical condition, he was unable to' lift a heavy log and "Squinty" 
one-of'the'civilian bosses, pushedhim and struck him with his fists and a stick. 
Lieutenant Inaki was present and after speaking with "Squinty", Inaki beat 
Kanson for one or two minutes with his fists. Hanson states that Captain Grady, 
American Senior Prisoner of War Officer, witnessed this beating (Ex,34, pi). • 
Prisoner of War Kenetz, the American dr; charge of the sawmill detail, states 
that 11 Squinty" beat Kanson in June or July for being unable to lift a log, but 
that Inaki .took no. part in the beating t (Ex 35, p2). 

As to Specification 8 (inaki); ~ Cone J. .Munsey was the American non¬ 
commissioned off ioer in charge of one of the sections. He protested to Lieixten-r 
ant. Inaki, when one of hie men was beaten by a civilian guard, that punishment 
of prisoners of war could be inflicted only by order of the camp commander. 

Inaki became very angry and ordered a Japanese sergeant to beat Munsey for being 
rude (Ex 55,. p3.). ' * ' 

As to Specification 9 (inaki)': William C. Robert s,- an Australian pris¬ 
oner of war, was in charge of. one of .the work gangs which worked at the open ore 
furnace. When the Japanese foreman attempted to make the prisoners work faster, 
he protested. On his return to camp that day, Inaki -accused him of inciting the 
prisoners of war not to t work. Inaki slapped him several times and threatened 
him with seve® punishment or shooting if he were reported to him 1 again (Ex 65, 
pp 4 and 5). • , 

As. to Specification 10 (inaki)? Roy E. Young, an American prisoner of 
war, -was reported to .Inaki about two weeks-after the arrival of the Americans''in 
the camp for not calling "attention" when a Japanese guard entered the barracks. 

He attempted to explain to Inaki that he was not f amiliar with' any regulation 
requiring prisoners .of war to come to attention upon the entry of a guard into 
the b^racks, as this procedure was not .followed .in the prisoner of war camp 
where he had been confined previously. Inaki spoke to the guard and then watched 
while the guard beat him about'the face with his fists about 30 times (Ex 93, 
p2)T 

As to Specification 11 (inakij; During the second shelling of Xamaishi, 
some of the prisoners of war who had not been fed during the da v , t^ok cover in 
the camp vegetable garden in the mountains* After the shelling, they asked the 
Japanese guard- if they could dig some of the potatoes* Permission was granted. 
When the men reported to Inaki at the. entrance of one of the railroad tunnels 
which had been hit directly b-r a shell killing manv Allied prisoners who had 
refuge there, Inaki ordered the men searched. Those with potatoes in 
their possession were ordered beaten by from twenty to thirty-five guards in 
sight of the dead bodies of their fellow prisoners (Canupp, Ex 15, pi; Lerle, 

Ex 36, p5; Keersemeeckers, Ex 4.4, p3;“Miller, Ex 53, p.3; Patterson, Ex 57, p2; 
Roberts, Ex 65, p6; Singletary, Ex 7G, p4; Stal-vey, Ex 72, p2; van der Tol, Ex 83 
p3; van Keeke. Ex 87, p6; van Schaik, Ex 89, p3). 

As , to Spec i fication 12- Iraki - )' :? Net'Guilty 

As to Specification 13 (inaki): ‘Captain Grady states that after two 
prisoners had been subjected .to physical punishment by the guards at the ore 
furnaces,_Inaki sent for him apd the two men. Grady protested that, the civilian 
guards had. no right to punish prisoners but should report them to the military. 
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Inaki jumped up and said he would personally punish the men and proceeded to 
strike them across the face several times (Grady, 3x 2, np 3-4; Butler, R 130; 
Marsden, Ex 6, p2; Mai's den, Ex 7, pp 1,2). . 

Inaki personally beat and slapped prisoners'of war across the head and 
face at roll'call:-and...on other occasions (Marsden-, Ex; 7, pi; Allender,. Ex 11, 
pl * lidhet.z, Ex 35-, pp" v l—2; Huf stutler,. Ex 40, pi; .Munsey, Ex. 55, p2L; Perryman, 
:.££'6d« ,pB)v- Inaki never. beat pfisbners'himself _or did so on only a few occasions, 
but he did condone beatings by guards and-work bosses (Goud/Ex'30, p2; Hanson, 

Ex 34, pi; McElrov,. Ex 51, pi), ' . 

.During June 1945,'Inaki ordered the confinement of prisoner of war 
Jacobson for ten days on short rations without blankets while Jacobson was suf¬ 
fering from a head wound inflicted by a Company foreman .who hit Ftf™ on the head 
with the shovel.. Inaki said that Jacobson-'had'.threatened 1 the guard (Grady, Sx 2, 
p3'; Mareden, Ex.;6, p2; Marsden, - Ex 7, pi; Elkina, Ex 24, pl$ 'Fairer, Ex 26, p2; 
Hanson, Ex 34, p2; Hewitt, Ex 37, ,p3] Jacobson,: Ex 41, p3;= McGee, Ex 52, pi;" 
Robert, Ex 65,'pp 4-5; Salemink, Ex 67, pi; Singletary, Ex 70, -c?; Turner, Ex 80, 
p3; Wardlow, Ex 90., p2; Butler, R 125, 130, 192-193). 

A Dutch- East Indian prisoner of .war named Wolf was beaten bv'Inaki 
and then confined to the guardhouse without blankets and on short rations about. 
July 1946. This man was only : freed from 'the guardhouse after the shelling of 
Kamaishi by the-Allied fleet'-had begun on 14 July 1945 (Marsden, Ex 7, pi;, 
Christian, Ex 17, p2; Gunnink, Ex 32, p2; De Boer, Ex- 22, p2;, Goud, Ex 30, p2; 
Herle, Ex 36, p3; Hewitt, Ex 3-7*, p3; Turner, EX 80, p3; van der Kolk, Ex 85, pi; 
van'Dongen, Ex 86, p2; Wardlow, Ex’ SO,- p4; Warner, _Ex 91, p2)., 

B Lieutenant (later Major) Brackstonfe, a British prisoner of war, was 
confined bn orie-half rations bv Inaki for insisting- that two sick prisoners re-^ 
main .in camp (Grady, Ex 2, p4; Brackstone,.Ex a, : p4; van Bladeren, Ex SI, pi). 

•Inaki ordered the confinement on short rations without bedding or warm 
clothing of prisoners of war-De. Jong ( Braakman . Ex 14, p2; Daalhuizen . Ex 21, 
p2; Salemink , Ex 67, p2-.~ van Dongen , Ex 86, p2), Bosdyk ( Paalhuizen , Ex.21, p2), 
de With, Gommers ( de With . Ex 23, p2)Galistan ( Jans son . Ex 42, p3), Reevers 
( Keersemeeckers- .- Ex 44. p2; van Dongen . Ex 8oy p2 )\ Braderode;( Keersomeeckers , 

Ex 4-i, p2; van. Dongen,' Ex 86, p2), Leentvaar, Koolhaas,( van Dongen . Ex 86, p2) - 
and others ( Marsden . Ex 6, pi; Braakman . Ex 14, p2; Keesmaat. , Ex 45, p2; Munsey . 

Ex 55, p4; Sweat man ,.- Ex 75,- p3; Trimble . Ex 7S, p3; van Bladeren . Ex 81, pi; van 
der Kolk, Ex 85, pi; van Kecke .

Inaki punished an entire detail by making them stand at attention for 
an hour because of a report that they did not work hard enough (Grady, Ex 2, pis). 
Gaptain Marsden states that Inaki punished prisoners by- standing them at atten¬ 
tion for three or four hours at a stretch (Ex 7, pi). Forced gymnastics were 
used as group punishment under Kabus Kuck (inaki) (Herle, Ex 36, p2). Lieuten¬ 
ant Maki (inaki)- frequently made prisoners stand at attention front'two. 1 o four 
hours in the cold and rain without adequate clothing causing colds and pneumonia 
(Jacobson,. Ex 41, . p2). 

As to Specification 14a (Inaki) and Specification 1 (Mikawa) : 

Lieutenant (later Major) -Brackstone, a-British prisoner of war, about 9 July 1945 
presented t-o Inaki- a plan for the -construction of shelters for. the prisoners of 
war- against air attacks which were expected momentarily. Inaki refused the plan 
aiid Sergeant Mikawa, who was present, then slapped, pushed and kicked Brackstone 
in the presence of Inaki-(Brackstone, Ex 8, pp 4-5; Grady, Ex 2,- pS). 
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As to Specification 14b (Inaki) and Specification 2 (Mikawa) : On about 
14 July 1945, Lieutenant Brackstone told Inaki that in view of the imminence of 
an Allied attack upon Karaaishi, he should protect the lives of the prisoners of 
war by moving the entire camp into the surrounding hills. inaki refused to 
consider the proposal and Sergeant Kikawa, who was present, again slapped, 
oushed and kicked 3ra.ckstone in the presence of Inaki (Brackstone, Ex 8, p6; 
Heraetz, Ex 35, po 2 and 3). 

As to Specification 11c (inaki) and Specification 3 (Mikawa) : Sergeant 
Mikawa about June 1S45 beat Villiam-O. Muir, Guy C. McGee and Hay S. Young, 
American prisoners of war, because a Japanese guard had reported that^he had 
caught them smoking on the previous evening, ;He slapped each of the men about 
three or four times at roll call and then dismissed them .(McGee, Ex 52, pi; 

Muir, Ex 54, pp 1 and 2). 

- _ . As to. Specificati on 14A (Inaki). and Specification 4 (Mikawa) : Sergeant 
Mikawa slapped Coney J. Munsey., an American prisoner of war who was a leader of 
. one of the; work gangs because two of the men on his detail were sick,- He accused 
him of being a poor work leader and after roll call called him to his office 
and Slapped him again because he could not take a" beating fr.om a Japanese who 
was smaller than he. - He then gave Munsey a cigarette and. sent him back to bis 
barracks (Munsey-, Ex 55, p3). ' 

As t o Specification 14e (Inaki) and Specification 5 (Mikawa) : Lloyd' 
Scruggs, a n American prisoner of war, states that "Little Caesar" or "Little 
Hitler", when he was'.drinking saki, slapped and struck prisoners of war for no 
apparent .-reason and that he- was the victim of such slappings on many occasions 
(Scruggs, Ex 69, pp 1 and 2). . " 

As. to-Specification 14f (inaki) and Specification 6 (Mikawa) : While - 
working on a detail which was clearing the 'ground for a vegetable garden, about 
1 July- 1945, Sergeant Mikawa punched Jack Doyle Warner, an American prisoner of-- 
war, and knocked him down a 35—foot slope because he could not remove a large 
rock (Warner, Ex 91, p2; Stalvey, Ex 72, pi; Trimble, Ex 79, p2),. This beating 
is in part corroborated in three other affidavits (Christian, Ex 17, p3; McElroy, ' 
lx 51, p2; Tsriyman, Ex 6G, p2). .,/ ' . 

-- s t-Q Spec ifi cation 14g -(inaki) and Specification 7 (Mikawa - ) : Sergeant- 
Mikawa, who was second in command, was a strict disciplinarian who slapped both 
prisoners of war. and Japanese guards (Grady, Ex .2, pl9; Munsey, Ex 55,"p3;. 

Hansen, Ex 34, p2; Kelley, Ex.46, p2). He took the morning and evening roll 
calls frequently and on many occasions made the prisoners stand at attention 
for unnecessarily long periods Of times! It was his habit to go down the line, 
of prisoners, -stare them in the eye and if they flinched, wallop them with his 
hands and fists. He was frequently intoxicated and was especially mean when in 
.that condition (Marsden, Ex 7, p3; Brackstone, Ex 8,’pl6; Allender, Ex 11, pi; 
Chintis, Ex 16, p3; Christian, Ex 17, p2; Muir, Ex 54, p3; Perryman, Ex 6C,~p2; 
Raymond, -eiX o3, p2; Schultz, Ex 68, pi; Scruggs, Ex 69., pp 1 and 2; Singletary, 

Ex 70, p5; Sloan, Ex 71,^2; Stalvey, Ex 72, pi; Tavlor, Ex 76, p2; Tri ble, 

Ex .79, p2). " 

As to Specifi cation 14h (inaki): - Captain Grady saw Matsuura, the 
Japanese civilian who was in charge of the mess, strike Anton de Angst, an 
elderly Dutch, prisoner who was detailed to boiling salt from sea water, on two 
occasions (Ex 2, p8l)i - - ‘ ... 

As to Specification 141 (Inaki) t Captain Grady saw Matsuumand his 
assistant Sasaki line up Lieutenant Hummel, the Dutch mess officer, and seven 
or eight prisoners of war "who worked in the kitchen and slap and strike each

Ag .. to Specification 14j _ (inaki) : Matsuura Was particularly abusive 

to Leal Russell an elderly American prisoner of war who was in verv poor physi¬ 
cal condition and who was detailed to the jot of boiling water for the mess and 
caring for and feating.some pigs which belonged to the Japanese personnel. 

Captain Grady states that he personally observed Mat snarl striking Russel, with 
his fisfs on jat -least three occasions (lx 2, pp 20-21). Other prisoners of v/ar 
give accounts of the continuous persecution of Russell by Matsuura, whose nick¬ 
name was "Stars" '(Ailender, Ex 11, p2;. Fairev, Ex.26,.p4; Hanson, Ex 34, p3; 
Munse.y, Ex-55, p2; Raymond, Ex 62, p5;-Russell, Ex 66, pi; Sloan, Ex 71 o3- 
Trimble, -Ex 79, p2),. ' ~ ’ 

Ag_tc Speci fication 14k (lhaki) : Matsuura frequently took roll call. 
Lopez,-an American prisoner of war, states that Matsuura would slap anyone in 
ranks who moved or shifted his weight: (Ex 4S,‘ p3). Tavlor,■an American prisoner 
of war, states that, during the air raid on 10 August 1945, one of the Japanese 
guards put fifteen prisoners of;war in a shelter near the steel mill.

Dr, Pajima, the Dutch prisoner of war doctor, states .that Sub-Lieutenant 
Salomons and Warrant Officer Wortel were, beaten by Kuriyama until they were bleed¬ 
ing every night after, roll call for more than one week because they had closed ;a 
door. They were then ordered to make a draft in which they declared that they had 
closed the door with the intention of insulting the Imperial Japanese Array. Until 
they did this,, the ill-treatment continued (Ex 9, pp 3-U). 


Oscar Vi. E._Boer, a Dutch prisoner of war, testities to the beating of 
Sub-Lieutenant Salomons by Kuriyama (Ex 13, pi). 






As to Specification lhv (Inaki): Lieutenant Victor E. T. Steiginga, 
senior Dutch prisoner of war officer, Tfas beaten fey Kuriyama because he refused to 
pour the contents of the latrines, over the garden. He declared that this was un¬ 
worthy .work for a.prisoner of war officer.

As to Specification 14cc ( i naki) : Prisoner of war Michael Kanetz 
states that- one morning upon arrival at his place of work "Browncoat" punched 
him in the face about six times while he stood at attention because the to'o

Sweatman states that-one afternoon in June 1945, while working as a member of 
the Sawmill detail, he was suffering from a lame back. Due to his condition . 
he was unable to do his share of work in shifting logs from the millyard-into 
the sawmill. He attempted to explain.-this to a Japanese civilian guard.called 
-Wolf. . Wol'f" became angry and struck'him two heavy blows across the back with 
a heavy stick three feet long and one-half ineh in diameter and punched him 
several times in the face (Ex 75, p4). Prisoner of war Thomas witnessed the 
beating of Sweatman by "the Wolf" (Ex' 77, pi). Prisoner of war .Wardlow states 
that Sweatman was among the prisoners of war on the sawmill! detail who were 
frequently beaten by "Brownshirt" and "Squint-eye" (Ex 90, u6)'. 


As, to S-oecific a ticn 14ee (inaki) : Prisoner of war Edward W. Thomas 
states that on or about. 25 June 1945 he was attemoting to carry a large log 
from the.yard to the sawmill. When he attempted to explain to one of the 
Civilian labor bosses, "Wolf", that he could not carry the log, -"The Wolf" 
slapped and beat him for a period of three minutes causing him to sustain a 
black eye and a badly bruised face (Ex 77, pi-). In a further affidavit, Thomas 
again describes this beating and attributes it to "The Wolf" who was also known 
as "Browncoat" (Ex-78). " . 


As to Specificatio n 14ff (inaki) : In June or.July 1945, nrisoner of 
war Hanson, who had a hernia, was attempting to carry, heavy logs. The Japanese 
guard Squinty", because Hanson could not lift the lo.gs, beat Hanson for approxi¬ 
mately a half hour (Hanson, Ex 34, pi; Fairey, Ex 26, p3; Henetz, 3x 35, p2; 
Thomas, Ex 78, pi; Wardlow, Ex-PC 1 ,' p6). 


As to Specificatio n 14gg (inaki ); Prisoner of war Pierce 1. Wardlow. 
states that he was a member of the sawmill detail, and that the'Japanese civilian 
who supervised the carrying of trees into the sawmill required .the prisoners 
to carry weight beyond their capacitv. When he was unable to carrk these logs, 
he was beaten bu "Squinteye" (Ex 90, p6). 


A.P to —Specificati on 14hh (inaki) ; Prisoner of war Cone J. Munsey states 
that because he was unable to carry logs weighing about 2r.Opounds, "Bluebeard" 
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and "Mortimer Sherd", who were the Japanese civl liana in charge of the sawmill 
section of the steel-mill, beat him with clubs and later reported-him to the 
guards, from whom he received another beating on his return to-camp (lx 65, p4-5) . 

Courtaney 
states that, he was beaten on numerous occasions at the sawmill b’> "Bluebeard",

who was .suffering from a-hernia, was beaten by "Mortimer Snerd", one of the 
Civilian bosses at the sawmill, because he was unable tq'do the heavy work 
(Allender, Ex 11, p2;. Elkins, Ex-24, pi; Hanson, Ex 43, pi). 

As to Specif i c a t ion 14kk.(Inaki) t Earl Jacobson,- a Canadian prisoner 
of war, was assigned to the detail which shoveled ore and slag into the open 
furnaces. . These furnaces gave off sulphur fumes which made it difficult for 
the prisoners to breathe,' as a result of which they felt faint. The fumes 
were nauseating and caused the men working about : the furnaces to vomit-frequent¬ 
ly.. During June of. 1945, while working at-the furnaces ..Jacobson began to feel 
fatigued and stepped back to. take a rest* The foreman ordered him to continue 
working and when Jacobson attempted to explain that he was ^unable to work, the- 
foreman threatened him. Jacobson lifted his hands to protect himself and the 
foreman thereupon hit him across the head with a shovel. He was- carried back 
to camp where Dr. Pajima put six stitches in his scalp (Grady, Ex'2, pp 2-3; 
Marsden, Ik 6, p2; Marsden, Ex 7, pi; Brackstone, Ex 8, pl6-17; Pajima", Ex 9, 
p2; Pajima, Ex S (a), pi;. Cohen,. Ex .18, pi; Elkins, Ex .24, pi; E'airey, Ex 26, 
p2, Hanson, Ex 34, pp 2 and.-3; Hewitt, Ex 37, p3; Jacobson, Ex 41, p 3 ; McGee, 

Ex 52, pi; Parsons, Ex 56, pl-2; 'Roberts, Ex 65, p4-5; Salemink, Ex"67, pi; 
Singletary, Ex 70,- p3j van den Berg, lx 82, p3; Wardlow.Ex 30, pl-2),

states that in June of 1945.and again in July 1945 "Sparrow", one of the work 
bosses at the stee.l mill beat him (Ex 43, pi). 

As to Specificatio n 14mm (inaki) : Prisoner of war Roy E. Young, states 
that one morning about 'the first- of July 1945, an American observation plane 
passed over head. Oneof the Japanese guards at the steel mill Where he was 
wording at the time asked him-whether it was an American plane. He replied that 
he did not know. The guard returned in a few moments and*told him that he had 
found out that the plane was American and asked Young if he had known that at 
the time he had made.the answer. Young replied "Yes". Whereupon the guard, 
brought him to 'One of the-civilian bosses who was nicknamed "The Sparrow". The 
guard, whose name was Yamanaka, and "The Sparrow" beat him with their fists and 
kicked him.until he was about to fall (Ex '93, p3). 

As to Specifi c ation-linn (Inaki) ; Prisoner of war Ered Scott Sloan 
states that "Prog Face" , one of the civilian guards at the steel mill, struck 
him in the.face with a stick for picking up a Cigarette butt (Ex 71, o3). 

As to Specificatio n 14oo (inaki) : Prisoner of war Donald Taylo* states 
that about 5 July 1945 he was forced to go to work while suffering from beri- 
^®ri. -He felt., so shaky that he could hardly work. During the last two work 
hours, a civilian guard nicknamed "The Frog" struck him repeatedly with a club 
made of bamboo which is about three feet long and.three fourths of an inch in 
diameter. On- the way back from work that evening, Taylor was unable t.~ keep up 
with the detail during the.march and "The Frog" stayed behind belaboring him 
with a club, refore reaching the camp, he collapsed from a heart -attack and 
was carried back on an improvised litter by the'other prisoners of war (Ex 76, 
pl-2). . - ' 
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As to S-pocification 14~dt> (inaki)' :' In the latter part of. Jflly 1945, 

“The Frog 1 ’ struck James L. Turner, an American prisoner of war, about the face 
and head four or five times with his fist because Turner was not working as hard 
as "The Frog" thought he should. Turner was suffering from a rupture at the 
time (Hewitt, Ex 3?, p4; Turner, Ex '80* p2) 

As to Sioecification»14qq (inaki) ■ Prisoner of war DinvilleC. Trimble 
states that during = the five months he was in the camp, "The Toad"', one of the 
civilian guards,.^beat him at least once .each-month. 1 Ho used his hands and some¬ 
times a stick to administer•these .beatings.. (Ex 79, p2). , 

As to Specification 14rr (Inaki)/ ? Harm C*. G-unnink, a Dutch prisoner 
of war, states that , about the middle of June 1945 one of the civilian work 
bosses who was nicknamed "Bantam" beat him about the face with his fists- (Ex 32, 
ps). : --- - 

£ As to’ Specification 14sb (Inaki)? Yntze de With states that during 
the winter of 1944 he was beaten by a Japanese foreman who was nicknamed "Dwarf 
Hen" or "Bantam" (T2x 23-, pi)* . - ^ 

As to Specification 14tt (inaki) : Henri J. Erkens, a Dutch prisoner 
of war, states that, in August 1944,. he was beaten by a^Japanese section leader 
named Oha because he had 1 broken a b tone-breaker. He was beaten about the face 
and his right eye was .injured so that thereafter he had trouble adjusting his 
eyes to light 'and darkness (Ex 25,- p3;'Pajima, Ex 9, p2). 

As to Specification 14uu (inaki) t Joseph W. van den 3erg states that 
on or about 5 August 1945, after the noonday break, when he did not get into 
formation quickly enough, one of the civilian work bosses- nicknamed "-Bowlegged" 
punched him in the’face with his fists for about 10 times, as a result of which 
he lost three upper teeth and three lower teeth (Ex 82,’ p2). 

Aa_Jo_ Specification 14w (inaki) ; Johan F-. Van der Koek states that 
.on the first day of the shelling, of Kamaishi, one of the Japanese work super¬ 
visors, .who se nickname was "The Lisper" , beat-him on the face with his hands 
several times and then took a rifle from the sentry and beat him on the body 
with it.(Ex 84, pi). . ' ■ • 

As, to Specification 14ww (Inaki) t Hendrikus Salemink, a Dutch prisoner 
war, states that between the first and second bombardment of Kamaishi, in the 
factory grounds, he was beaten .by a Japanese foreman whose nickname was "Belle 
Fleur" (Ex 67, pi). 

As to Specification 14xx (inaki) :' Joseph W. Van den Borg states that 
on 14 August 1S45, he was beaten by "Belle Fleilr" who used his hand and a stick 
to administer the beating t-Fx 82, p3). - 

As to Specification 14yy (inaki )! Captain G-radv, .American senior 
prisoner of 'war officer, states that -the British and American prisoners - complain¬ 
ed to him of-the~ repeated slapping, striking,' bashing and the extra work in¬ 
flicted- as punishment at the_ factory. He saw evidence.ofthis punishment in the 
men coming back from work cut and bruised. T-he only .serious case of bodily in¬ 
jury was that of Earl Jacobson (Ex 2, -p2). The military gu.ardB were chanced 
several times and gave routine slapnings and strikings.hut not very bad beatings 
(Ex 2, p2l).. • V' . - - ' 

’ Captain Marsden, British senior prisoner of war officer, states that t 
clouting and causing prisoneis to stand at attention for two o'r three hours were 
given as punishment (Ex 7, pi). He also saw evidence of punishment in men ' 
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coming back from work with cut heads (Ex p2). 

V Beatings by. the work honchos at the factory, steel" mill, sawmill and' 

, On other work, details were prevalent.' Usually the reason given, if any, was 
that the prisoners were not doing sufficient work. Many military guards, who 
werechanged about every month and whose names are not usually recorded, gave 
numerous beat ings ih and Jmt of"camp. . Many slappings andbeatirgswere given " 
apparently without provocation. (Brackstone, lx 8,. pS; Allender, Ex 11, pp 1- 
2; Braakmah, Ex'14; p2; Courtaney, Ex 19, p3; Elkins, Ex 21, pi; Falconer, Ex 27, 
p3; G-oemaat, Ex 29, pi;. Gpud, Ex 30, .pp l-#; Grevenitz," Ex t 31,. pi; Hakkaaxt, 

Ex -33, .pi; Hanson, Ex 34; p3; Herle, Ex 36, pi; Hall, Ex 39, pp ^Sj^Hafstutler, 

Ex 40, p2; Kelley, Ex 46, p2; Kroes, Ex“47, pi; Maples, Ex 50, p2; McElroy, Ex 
Sir p2; Parsons-, Ex .56, pi;. Patterson, Ex 57, pi; Paulsen, Ex 58, pi; Perryman,

General Tamae Ogomori, chief of the General Affairs Section at the 
Kamaishi mills of the Japan Steei Manufacturing Company from 1 January 1943 
until the en<i of.the war testified that the steel company requested prisoner 
of war labor for the Kamaishi mill from the War Ministry ir. 1943. The number. . 
requested was 500 (Ogomori, II 340—341); Two hundred prisoners-of war arrived 
in November 1943 and an additional 2C0 in May 1945. Inaki assumed command of 
Kamaishi Branch Camp in April 1944 (Ogomori,-. R 343; Iwabuchi, R 358, 434), 

Inaki states that on 22 April 1944 he became, commander of Ohashi and Kamaishi 
(which were branch camps of the Tokyo .Prisoner of War Main Camp at that time 
and which were later transferred to the Sendai Main Camp) and that he stayed 
three or ! four days at- a time in eadh. camp’until July 1944^ In July 1944 he 
became commander of Kamaishi only (Inaki, R 516, 517). From the time he arrived 
at Kamaishi in April 1944 .until August 1944 he lived at the camp '(Inaki. R' 552^ 
576),. • 

When he arrived at Kamaishi on 23 or 24 April 1544 Inaki states that 
he .-held a meeting of the camp staff' at which he stressed that they must take 
good care of the prisoners; act honorably in front of them; try to understand _ i 
their feelings and attempt to make them understand the Japanese; and project 
the health and improve the food supply of the prisoners (inaki, R 517) " 

Ogomori, the chief of.the General Affairs Section, states that when 
Inaki took over the.camp he met with the officials of the steel company and 
told them that the prisoners must-be treated as honorable soldiers; that punish¬ 
ment of prisoners was not to be inflicted by company personnel;that trouble 
with prisoners was-to be reported to the commander of the camp;that prisoners 
were not to be worked overtime; that prisoners were" not,, to be worked in danger¬ 
ous places but were to be employed according to their skills ('Ogomori, R 343, 

35l). Inaki testifies that he met with the company officials and told them to 
afford just treatment to the prisoners and to cooperate in supplying food and 
medical supplies. The company-promised to cooperate and ^actually Ir did m^re than 
its best 11 to supplement the army supply of critical staple foods and medicines 
until the end of the war (Inaki., R 517, 518) . As a result milk for sick patients, 
extra cigarettes, musical instruments and other items were obtained (Inaki, 

R 518). • Before he arrived at Kamaishi he had heard that the'prisoners were not 
irf good physical condition but b~ r - the. time he arrived their condition had im¬ 
proved but was not at its peak (inaki, R 517)..-, 

Ogomori testifies that' labor conferences between the camp and repre¬ 
sentatives of the company were held monthly-at which Inaki made various requests. 
The company did its best to comply with these. “.It furnished additional rest 
rooms and latrines at the factory, enlarged the camp dispensary, distributed 
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milk and an .-xtra rio" ration when work hour- w .. r ., incroar. d and furnish d xtra 
medical supplies (Oedmori, E 343-344, 351; S ,o also testimony of Susuki and 
Shishijima, officials of the company, E 358, 361, 379, 383; Iwabuchi, general 
affairs sorgoant, R 435; Hemma, intondanc sergeant, R -441-442)* 

Inaki states that when he arrived thoro wore two urisc-nors of war doc- 
tors Smyla, an dhnorican, and Pajima. Smyla left in about two months and there- • 

after Biv Paj ima,^ assist cd 'bv liicutoriant'Brackstono, took car - of the prisoners 
(Inaki, E 521-522;. Br. Paj ima worked earnestly, to improve the health' of tho • 

. prisoners and did much-to .guide both the. camp staff and- Ina’-i hy various suggos- 
,tions, which wore carried out. Re suggested tho production of .soy Coen milk in 
tfib camp for \ itamin-dof ic.icnt prisoners and' Sqrg.o§nt Mikawa constructed, a 
■ machino for the extraction of the milk from soy beans (inaki, It 522, 546), At 
Pajima's suggestion apples wore made-available at the-canteen.. Pajima states 
that the physical condition of the prisoners had improved and they commended 
Pajima for it. .Because of the attitude; on the part of the prisoners of war doc¬ 
tor his opinions.-wore never overruled ’ay the-camp staff (Inaki, R 522)’. 

-Lieutenant Gonoral Tamura, chief of the Prisoner-of War Prison 3urc.au'" 
and three officials of the company, Ogomori, chief of General Affair-"., Suzuki, 
chief of the’ Labor Division ahd Shishijima, chief cf Personnel, testified as tc 
the method.hy which prisoner of war lglor was obtained and the respective- duties 
of the company and the prisoner of war camp in relation to prisoners (Ogomori,- 
K 3-i0-3-±3, -350-351; Suzuki, E 357; Shishijima, B 378-379; Tamura E 386-38?), 

Under the contract the company was to furnish the-quart.-rn’for tWprisoners, to 
pay their salaries and to furnish work clothing; the army furnished blankets,' 
unless they wore not available, in which event -the comoaiiy furnirhod thorn 
(Suzuki, E 357). The Company was not obliged to furnish food for the prisoners 
(Shishijima, E 379, 380,. Tho company selected and furnished guards for the 
prisoners of war (Suzuki,,-R 35C). These guards wore trained V ■ the'prisoner of 
war camp and in the performance of their duties were under the camp commander 
(Suzuki, E 36*; Tamura, 400-401). Inaki ran a training Course for these guards 
three times a month whore fair treatment cf prisonerc was stressed (Inaki, R 53l). 
Inaki, as camp commandor, had no authority to punish company enrolcvies 'or com¬ 
pany guards (Ogomori, R 349; Suzuki, R 364; Tamara, E 393)-. Ho 7 -could, and 
several times did, report company guards to tho company for improper conduct-. 

.It v/as the company policy to remove unsatisfactory guards at the request of tho 
camp commandor vOgomori, E 352-353; Suzuki, R 34.9-350, 364; Shishijima, R 385; 
Taraura* R 393). ■ . . 

Serg/uit Iwabuchi testified-that Inaki instructed the camp staff not 
to strike or mistreat prisoners of war (iwabuchi, R 435). Sergeant Mikawa was 
told by Inaki to treat prisoners fairly and justly when he rcpc-rtod for dutv in 
Mai/ 1945 (Mikawa, R 478-479). . . ." 

'.ftien the second group of prisoners .arrived in May 1945 they wore 
examined "fc^ Rr. Pajima. Their physical condition was not good and thirty or 
forty were permitted to remain in camp for about a month (inaki, P-596). Tho 
prisoner of war officers- a nked tha.t certain m^n who were elder or not rhysi call:/ 
strong he given camp-duty and Innlci complied with their request (inaki, " 557- 


Ogomori states-that the work day for xriron./rn was eight hours a ’dp.? r -, 
which was increased to ten hours in May-1045. /At that time Japanese civilian- 
workers were vrarking ten and twelve hours a day. Prior to 1 May 1945 Ina v i told 
the company he had no authorit"* - to increase working hours for T-rip-oners, Seme- 5 
time after 1 Kay he gave his "approval. Ogomori does not -know’ where this approval 
originated (Ogomori, R .343) . -The comjany. negotiated with Inaki for about six. - 
months to increase work hours. Finally about 1 April 1945.’the hours; of prisoners 
v/cre incrased 30 tha.t they worked ten hours .a day;, the same a..? women 
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ar-6 children. Japancoo non at that tire worked, twolvo hours a day (Suzuki*, 

H 362 ). Tho original contract called for prisonefs to work eight hours a day 
and pornission to work ten hours had to he obtained fron the Prisoners of War 
Bureau in Tokyo (Suzuki, B 369). 

As to Snocif icatlon 4..(lna kl)s The number of prisoner of war- workers 
toropor^ each ddy was not fixed (Suzuki, B 364). 

Sergeant Iwabuehi never hoard of Inaki forcing sick .nriaoners to work 
(B 435). There was- no limitation 4 the nunhor cf Ben who could ho. excused' 
fr.ca’ work. The Kon-cOBnisnioned..officer of the dab did not check the list of 
non excused: by the prisoner of war doctor, if the doctor said a nan was unfit 
for work he was not sent .to work. The excused prisoners did. not report for 
roll call (iwabuehi, E 438-439)., "■ ~ , 

Sergeant Kudo, cedloal non-cocnissioned officer at Kamaiahi,. testified 
that he never overruled tho prisoner of war doctor (Kudo, E 466)., Dr. Fajina 
made the diagnosis of all prisoners (-Kudo, B 467). He wrote tb.c diagnosis on 
a piece ex paper which he gave to Sergeant. Kudo who transferred tho entry to a 
hook, which was sent to Lieutenant Inaki' once each day (Kudo, E 468, 470-471;- 
Inaki, B 551-552). Tho prisoners whe wore 111 wore oxcuspd hy- Dr.. Fajina in. 
the evening,' They never fell out in a separate group at work parade in the 
nerning (Kudo, E 470). 

Sergeant Mikawa testified that ho never sent sick prisoners', who hud 
'heon excused Ly Dr. Pajir.a, tr work.. Ho was non-oonr.isci'nod officer of the 
day about every soc-nd day.and was prpr-ont at work call o n those days (Mikawa, 

E 478). Prisoner* cxcusod by FajIna did ,n-t attond work call (Mikawa, E 486). 

Nc sick, report was made tr tho camp commander f^r tho purpose of o v ta3,ninc his 
approval for sick prisoners t^ remain away fr^m work, ' Tho reror.t .riven tc the 
can;? compandor war. a routine attcndonce report (Mikawa, R 486-487, 451; Inakir 
R 551-552). • The entire number present f^r each vrrk detail only was reported 
to. Inaki a:id these numbers were put->n a blackboard in the office (Mikawa, R 
488). The company guards never .c^m^lained t^ Mikawa about the number cxcusod 
and ho never investir:.aired if the number rep.'.rtirim f-'r work war. lower than 
normal (Mikawa, R 485) . * ' . 

Brackatpne was not confined t- quarters h-cause’ho refusedt'’- send two 
sick_pris-nor& t-• work (Mikawa, R. 4Sl; Inaki, R 553, 554). 3‘rackstnohadno 
authority t" 'excuse anyone fr-n w^rk; enjy Fajina could do that (inaki, R 553). 
-bracketone was confined because while on a detail off the -oat he r ravo a 
Japanese child ton. (? IP) yen, which at that time wa,s a considerable sum 
money. There War a strict rule against fraternization between prisoners and 
civilians. The pm-uiacc mimht think prisoners wore treated too well if they 
could mivc r^ncy away (Mikawa, R 451-492; Inaki, R 553). 

■ one ever collapsed at w^rk and had to be- br^umht back t~ camp 
while Mikawa was .at Eemplshi (Mikawa,- R 4S2—493) * 

AS to S-ocificatio n 5 (inaki) ■ Inaki consulted with the ■’“rise .er.^f 
war officers before assimnin-o men t ~ work that thoix abilities cmuld \.o 
utilized (Inaki, R 556). The officers appeared satisfied with the ability of 
tho men : t~ do' the work (inaki, R 55?) : . 

Inaki visited- the work rites at least ton tires aVm.°nth (Suzuki, R 362;, 
Inaki, R'53C). . Inaki requested the company n~t t~ ox. pse prisoners .t'' unhealthy 
or danperous work; not to v^rb rcr. in the y ’*^en when it rained; .to construct 
toilets and rest rooms f~r the 'rir'-nors. at the- work— 3ites, .and t” transfer 


" 
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prisoners who were weak or. ill'to lighter work (Suzuki, H 367). He mode these 
requests personally or through a representative to Suzuki (Suzuki, R 369). 

, Inaki inspected all worksites, before prisoners started working and 
only those deemed suitable were selected. 7 The company made a request for 
prisoners to work at the ore roasting .pit. He inspectedflSha pits and had their 
operation explained to him. He forme4 the opinion that the work was not un¬ 
reasonable before deciding-to allow prisoners to work there (inaki, R 523). 

Japanese women worked at these-pits before, during and after the war (Ogomori, 

R 530 ; Suzuki, ii 363;. Jkoda, ,R 454; laaki, R-523). Pris.oners started to work 
there on 23 May 1945 and worked about'ten days. At Iraki's request, the detail 
was stopped because, of the incident involving Jacobson, which happened about a 
week after prisoners started working at the pits (Suzuki, R 363, 370, 376-377; 

Inaki,-R 523, 526, 556-)-. There was no complaints from prisoner of war officers 
about men getting sick on this detail. The only complaint was about the striking 
of Jacobson by a guard (Inaki, R 559-560),. 

■ Ryoji Ikeda, a medical doctor employed by the steel mill for nine years; 
testified that, he never- had occasion ter treat Japanese personnel who 

worked at the ore furnaces for poisoning due to sulphur fumes (R 453). Sulphur 
fumes inhaled in large quantities would be poisonous but, being irritating, 
persons working near them would -tend -to avoid fumes and therefore not inhale 
enough to poison. Sulphur fumes would not be likely to cause nausea. They 
would irritate, cause-hoarseness and watering of the eyes (ikeda, R 454), 

Chest X-rays of five men employed at the ore roasting fjirnace for from ten to 
twenty years show men to suffer no ill effects from exposure to-sulphur fumes 
(Ikeda, R 453; Ex C 1, 2, 3). _ ' -' 

The steel company furnished work clothing for the. prisoners. Records 
show Inaki requested and received two hundred sets in May 1945 (Suzuki, R 358- 
359). Prisoners at Kamaishi had more than the fixed allowance of clothing 
(inaki, R 523), Many times when it v/as raining, men who worked in the open - 
did not go to work; and when it rained, while they were at work, returned to 
camp. The prisoners of^war had raincoats during the rainy-period following ^ 
the first shelling on 14 July 1945. He was at the camp during this period-and 
saw men leave camp for work in the morning. Hone was without a rain coat (inaki, 

R 526). No prisoner even went without shoes. The prisoner’of war officers never 
complained to Inaki about clothing (inaki, R 559). .-- 

Because of an anticipated shortage of vegetables, Inaki talked with 
the prisoner, of war officers about starting a vegetable garden to supplement _ 

the ration. The officers agreed to the idea. Ho one was compelled to .work in 
the garden on rest days. The prisoner -of war officers selected-a 150 man detail 
which.worked on the farm during the mornings of rest days. Ho prisoner of vrar 
officers were compelled to work on the farm. They were asked to cooperate. If 
they did not care to work on the farm, they did not go. Inaki worked with- 
.prisoner of war officers on the farm (inaki, R 526-527, 562; Homma, R 441-442). 

Inaki never ordered prisoner of war officers to carry night soil to 
the garden near the camp. Prisoner of war officers never did this type of 
work to his. knowledge on his or any other person's orders (inaki, R 527, 562). 

Prisoner of war officers did only such work as duty officer for prisoner;, 
assisting at the dispensary and other administrative work so that they could 
get 705 grams of staple food-a day (Inaki, R 562). 

As to Specificat i ons 6 .to 10, inclusi ve, 12, 14a to 14j j, inclusive, .' . ' 

and 1411 to 14yy, inclusive (Inaki); Sergeant Iwabuchi never heard of Inaki 
striking a- prisoner (.Iwabuchi, R 435). Slapping by camp personnel was not 
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authorizes. Inaki instructed, car*/' ^personnel that ^nly the car*}" coinT'andcr could 
^ivo y.unishr.cnt (IWrifcuchi, K 440). The only "no Iwa^uchi ever" heard of hein* 
struck was Lioutenat Stoiglnga, who 'told-hie that Kurlyana had hit hir. (iwabuchi, 
E 349—140). Stciginga never t"ld Inaki that he had boon ho at on H Kurivtw-a 
(Inaki, E 571-573). 

Inaki visitod the worksites about ten tires a month and never saw -,ny 
prisoner mistreated by civilian guards. "he rilitary giiaids never retorted‘any ’ 
such mistreatment t-s him. There were no co—riaints fror. the prisoners of war ■ 
except in the case'of Jacob son (inaki, R.5S0). Dr. Ikyir-,. never cor-lainM - • 
to hi" - , that prisoners cane fror. work wijih evidence, of mistreatment. ^H-e had no 
reason to "believe prisoners were mistreated a* the worksites-(Inaki, R 531). 
Captain Grady never ccmrlained abe ut mistreatment o'f -.ris-'rers at worksites 
(Inaki, E .545, 566). 

M.ikav/a was liked by nany prisoners of vjbj..: nyackboneo said.-he likod 
hir.. It was Mikawa who-suggested dlstribution-of- cigarettes to Prisoners after 
the'b.odhsEdr.cnt. of 14 July 1045 and both Grady and Steiginga thanked'Inpki for 
this.' .Whin food,-tobacco and candy vrtsro dropped by parachute after hostilities 
Captain Grady brought food and candy to: Inaki for Mikawa, When orders core 
for Mikawa to he transferred to another eamm after the war' Captain Grady was' 
instrumental in having the orders cancelled (Inaki, E 546). "■ 

The reason Grady, kopt Matsuura cut of carp after hostilities ended was 
not because he .had mistreated prisoners (Inaki, E 572-573). Inaki did not 
know the prisoner wh* took care of piers for Mat suura( Inaki, K 57-i). Inaki 
-investigated a complaint by Matsuura a v out a prisoner who dropped a straw hag 
of food on the floor, after ho had- cautioned hir. to set the bags down easily. 
During the investigation there was no rent ion of mistroatrent (Inaki, R 574-r 
575). . • . 

Fukumura never struck prisoners. To the host of Inaki 1 s knowledge 
Fukumura did not got drunk at night (Inaki, R 576).- 

There was never any punishment adr.inistored at the worksites. No - 
prisoner of war officer reported that prisoners had been mistreated at the 
worksites'! The guards np.de daily reports to .Inaki. ‘ If any trouble was report— 
ed between guards and prisoners he mediated it, A prisoner of wax officer" 
always appeared' before Inaki with a prisoner wh* was reported. The guard also 
appeared hnd stated the. claint. No prisoner ever re'—rted a guard had 
struck him. except Jacobson (Inaki, R 531, 560, 566, 56?', 568, 560, 57C;). Inaki 
requested .the' removal of four or -five guards other than-the one involved in the 
Jacobson case but not for -istreatment of prisoners (Inaki, R 57C-571). 

As to Specification 11 (inaki^ : Or. 10 August 1345 g"~g prisoners r f 
war-had taken papers from the office of the lino kiln and had due"up potatoes 
Ivor, 'the far- next to the kiln. The cit" of Kamalshi was still burning at tho 
tire. ’ The prisoner of war carp had been burned put the "rovious day. Tho only 
fo?d.obtainable -wap from the branch camp at Ohashi. Rice balls fror Ofcashi had 
just been distributed t~ the prisoners. Inaki ordered'the 'prisoners wh" had 
taken the papers and potatoes lined up. They had to be punished t° .maintain 
discipli-no. ■ There was no place they c uld be confined as the .':uardh'use h-d 
been burned d-own. Ee 0 rdore-' five pr six guards to- slap: oach "riBoncr once. 

Each prisoner ge.t"«Nmt five or.six slaps (inaki, E 532-533). The ron who Vorfe 
slapped did not say FUkurure had given th'er Permission to d3g potatoes (inaki, 

E 577).' Ca.ptain Gra.dy never.spoke of or objected to this pounishr.ont. Brackst^ne 
was ‘'resent but'never .objected. Marsdoii was not :-rerent - (inaki, E 533—534). 

3p:foro 1G August 1545 Inaki had never ordered an— guard t' slam a "risouor 
(Inaki, E 532), - 
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As to. Soocif icp.tior. 13 (lnaki, : Tv; o prisoners of wvr were accused of 
.pushing a guard. They reported to Inaki accor.-anied by- Captain Grady. Inski 
reprimanded then-and was about to let then go ^/hon Captain Grady .told hi o' that 
if the r.on wore guilty they should ho punished. Inaki did not want to send 
the:: to the guardhouse so he told Captain Grady he would solve natters by slap¬ 
ping each prisoner. He slapped each prisoner twice «n the check with his oocn 
hand. This is the only tine he ever slapped a prisoner (Inaki, E 5152, 561," 697). 

~ About five prisoners were: oenfined mostly for thefts of such things 
. as sugar and potatoes (inaki, B 529). Confined prisoners wh" did net work got 
a ration of .570.grans S day as provided by regulations. Even in the spring, 
if the weather was.still cold,confined prisoners were allowed blankets (inaki, 

E 530). Guardhouse punishment of prisoners was rare lenient than that imposed 
on Japanese s'ldiars. Japanese would rg-et a blanket every third day (Inaki, 

E 564). Japanese would get. only rice and water"while prisoners of war got 570 
grams of staples, a day. Inaki visited prisoners in the-guardhouso each’day to 
see that they were treated fairly (Inaki, E 630,5564-566). 

Collective punishment,' such as making prisoners stand at attention 
for long periods, was never impose,d by Inaki (inaki, H 530). 

As to S pe cification 14kk ('Inaki ')( ' Sari Jacobson was assigned to work 
at the ore roasting pits. He started work there about 23 May 1545. About five ' 
days or. a week after ho. started .to work ho was struck by a .guard. At about’ 

4.20 P.Mi on that day Inaki got a report that a prisoner was injured and was 
at the dispensary. On arrival there Inaki found Jacobson boing treated by Fajir.a 
for a scalp wound. Jacobson said he had been struck by a guard. Later he had 
Jacobson, accompanied by Captain Grady,’and.the guard apybar before him. Tho 
guard stated that during a. rest period he had a r.i sunder standing- with Jacobson 
and Jacc v acn y.ushod hie. Ho pushed Jacobson hack" end Jacobson grabbed hda by 
the. nock. The guard then picked up a. shovel and hit Jneedson on tho head. ^ 

Inaki asked Jacobson for his story, and it was substantially- the same. Inaki 
J.ocided net to turn Jacobson, in tc the rain cam"' as the natter .might- be sent 
to a military tribunal. He gave Jacobson -four days in tho guardhouse with two 
or three blankets and the regular food ration and allowed him to bo brought to 
the dispensary for treatment each day (Inaki., E 523-524). Inaki then called 
a nesting of the company guards and told them on n" account were they to strike 
prisoners even if the prisoner made the first move. He had the guard transfer¬ 
red; (Inaki, E 525, 560; Okocori, E 345-350; Suzuki, E 37.0-371). Captain Grady 
that evening -cane to .Inaki and' stated that he understood tho situat ion but 
requested Inaki to speak t- the prisoners so there would be no misunderstanding. 

He called a meeting ->f the prisoners on the. following day and related the entire- 
incident to then and permitted them, tc- ask questions which seme of them, did 
(inaki, E 524—825), He then went to the mill and had the ere. roasting detail 
discontinued. The discontinuance was effective about four or five days after 
the incident (Inaki, E 526, 56C; Suzuki,■ B 376-377). 

' As to —Specifi cation 1 and 2 (M_ik.aw-i) : -Mikawa testified that ho never 
kicked, struck or slapped Brnckstono- He did push him jokingly once.' Brackstone 
was stapes ed to go with a detail one day to pick up material for an .air .’aid 
shelf or'. Mikawa found out later in the day that Brackstone had not sene. He 
pushed Bracketone jokingly and said, "That is not g-od." Brackstone answered 
"i'es." He thinks Captain Grady was present (Mikawa,. E 479). He dees not-re¬ 
call any conversation with Brackstone, Grady and Inaki about shelters (Mikawa, p 

H 4.>3;, He does not recoil pushing, '’’eating or slapping Brackstone when Inaki. ' 
refused his request n't to send non to work on 14 July 1545 (Mikawa, R 453-494). 

He was on good terms with Brackstone, V/hen Brackstone left for'home he gave . - 

Mikawa a blanket, shirt, tobacco-and food, which had been drop-ned b; r air'.lanes ■ 

after the wax, and told him. $ho.blanket was for his children- (Mikawa, H 485). P 

He at first refused the articles as he was n't nernitted to h-ve such articles a 

in his possession but Brackstone gave him. a. statement in writing .to permit 
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him to keep- then. (Mikawa, R 486; Ex D). Brackstcho never told Inaki he had 
been mistreated (inaki, R 532). Brackstone liked Mikawa (ln:-?ki, R 5-16). 

As to Specification 3 (Mikawa) : He does not know the three men men¬ 
tioned in specification 3 (Mikawa, R 479). He did net runish throe men reported 
to him. for Groking (Mikawa., JL 495). 

As' to Specification 4 (Mikawa) t He did . not heat Cone J. Munsey as 
described in Exhibit 55 (Mikawa, R'495—498). 

As to Syeelf ication 1 5: • (Mikawa) :' He does not know perser/nar.ed in . 
specification 5 (Mikawa., R‘480).- 

As to Specification 6~ (Mikawa.) : He took a detail t r - the can" garden 
on rest days hut. never heat anyone for hein^; unable to lift a rock (Mikawa, 

R 496)v ‘ “ 

As to Specification. 7 (Mikav/a) ; During the period he. was- in camp .ho 
did-net punch', ..kick or heat anyone-or strike anyone with a weapon.- He never 
made prisoners, stand'at attention for long "eriods of time (Mikawa, R 479). 

Ho corrected prisoners in ranks^at roll call as to dress (Mikawa, R.485). 

During-roll call he may have pushed a man up into line dr have straightened 
his hand or hat. It was the custom of the Japanese army to correct, in this 
mdttor. To correct V r .words in front of others would cause the person correct- " 
ed t - : lose face (Mikawa, R 508). He never beat, anyone in his seven and one • 
half years in the ar-my (R 5C6-507), H© was. friendly with Captain Grady. In. 
September 1-945 Grady took-him. and Fukunuga and Captain.Marsdon to the seashore 
fot a swim. Grady tel: him Xanaishi was a good camp and that ho appreciated 
Mikawa 1 s services. Ke once gave. C-ra&y five, ciagrettes so that he could get a 
a haircut. Grady'remembered the incident and after the war gave him. food and 
cigarettes in return. In July 1945 he was talking with Brackstone and' Gra4y 
in theip quarters 'about.their families. Grady said'he was worried a^out his 
wife who was interned in Manila.' When he met Grady at Sugamo in November 1946^ 
ho asked Grady about his wife. Grady told.him all about-his return home and 
Said that he expected, to be a father soon (Mikawa, R 5G5-5C6) . 

. **. Opinion : - - • 5 

The Commission had jurisdiction over the accused and the offenscs- 
ch'arged. There is no evidence that both accused were not sane at the time the 
alleged offenses were committed and at the time '"‘f the trial. The accused were 
ably defended by Japanese defense counsel and regularly assigned advisory 
counsel. They both cooperated in their.defenses" and each, after being advised 
of his rights, was sw^rn and testified in his own behalf. 

The principal evidence tv sustain a finding that the camp commander 
was responsible for permitting prisoners, who were physically unfit, to be 
sent on work details should c^me ffom the prisoner of war medical officers. 

The affidavits of Pajina (Ex S, 9a). and Brackstone (Ex 8), -the two officers 
who worked, at' the dispensary, cxcep.t for a parenthetical reference by 3 ackstono 
that he was confined to quarters for insisting that two men be excused irer v/ork, 
do not .substantiate the finding that Inaki knowingly permitted sick Prisoners 
Of War to'>o s uit on w~rk details. Brackstone^ affidavit (Ex 8) is a -detail ed 
account of his- treatment and-observations, as a prisoner of war, probably sum¬ 
marised from. a diary or other rec-rd entries. At Yokohama prispnor of war 
camp ho kept a list by name, number and nationality cf prisoners forced-to work 
while ill and of the deplorable'nodical conditions there (Ex 8., pl-3). Ho such 
detailed account appears in his - affidavit with reference K«r.aishi. Ho does 
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SO into flot 4il p.s to tho poor facilitios for the troatnont of prisoners who wore 
wounded in the shollinps of 14 July and S August 1S45. hut tho conditions 
during that period were exceptional and the Connissicn found tho accused Inaki- 
not guilty of failure to provide proper redical care and attention during that, 
poriod. Grady's statement with reference to sending physically unfit prisoners 
to work c-ntains he forooful accusation against Inaki in this regard. He refers 
to sonoral unfitness of the men", which.ho points out was normal. If men foil 
holow tho normal or had a. specific disease they wore excused (Ex 2, p4). 

Marsdon, the British prisoner of war officer, has no complaint about Inaki on 
this score and, in fact, states that Inaki was very reasonable about ^allowing 
the sick to remain in- earn (Ex_7, p2). Lieutenant Steiginga, the Dutfih priso¬ 
ned 1 of war- officer, who was in the cam-.- ‘while it was under 1 the eonnand of Inaki 
and of his: predecessor specifi call ' accuses the first-cam.o commander of sending 
sick prisoners to work. Under that camp commander many prisoners died of pneu¬ 
monia. Ho makes no similar accusation against Inaki (Ex 74, -p3). The test!- 
nony'-of Butler, who testified in person, shows that Pajinaiwas. given-wide lati¬ 
tude in excusing m-en from r-rk, except when Serg.-ant Kikavra constituted himself- 
as a .reviewing- .authority (E172-173, 174—175, 183-185). There were,- ho. doubt, 
instances of injustice hut the situation was not so prevalent as to warrant,a 
finding that tho.camp commander was cognizant of and condoned -a systematic 
practice of sending physically unfit prisoners to work. ■ 

The ovfdence is net deeded sufficient to prove "beyond a reasonable 
doubt that Inaki permitted,prisoners to perform arduous labor in unhealthy 
conditions, as charged in Specification' 5, The chief evidence to sustain such' 
a finding was evidence conerninr the ore roasting pit'detail. Although the- 
work was arduous.and distasteful, whether requiring prisoners to work on this 
detail, in view of tho fact, that Japanese men and women. did the same work, can 
be said to be unreasonable' is vory questionable. In any event, .after the 
Jacobson incident, Inaki had the detail discontinued. The other natters 
charged-in the sx>ec-if ication, even if- proved, would hardly constitute war crimes 

The sentences of seven years.for Inaki end five years for Mikawa for 
the proved instances of mistreatment are not deemed excessive-.' Compared with - 
other prisoner of war camps in Japan, Kamaishi, as run by Inaki, was well above 
average. It appears evident that the Commission in arriving at its sentences 
took this fact into consideration. Petitions for clemency.on behalf tff-Iiinki 
have been carefully read and considered. In view of the fact, however, that 
it is deemed that the Commission has already exercised leniency, it is not 
recommended that clemency bo extended. 

5. Reconmendations : 

It is recommended that the findings'of ruilty as to specifications 4 - 
and 5 against Inaki be disapproved. 

- The accused Inaki was confined on 17 November 1945 and sentenced nn 

2 June 1948. In accordance with established policy it is recommended that two 
years, throe and one-half months -f the sentence of confinement at hard labor 
for seven years be remitted. 

The accused Mikawa was confined 17 December* 1545 and sentenced on 2 
June 1948. In accordance with established policy it is recommended’that two 
years, two and one-half months of-the sentence of confinement at hard labor for 
five years *»o remitted. -
